Lack  of  good  faith  charged 

Safeway-Grand  Auto  sale  challenged 


by  George  Fulmore 

The  purported  leasing  of 
the  Ocean  Avenue  Safeway 
to  Grand  Auto  has  drawn 
immediate  fire  from  several 
sources:  Merchants 

Association  President  Roger 
Miles  has  charged  Safeway 
with  lack  of  good  faith; 
Mayor  Moscone  has 
reportedly  told  his  Director 
of  Economic  Development  to 
fully  investigate  the  matter; 
and  a  San  Francisco 
Consumer’s  Advocate  group 
may  possibly  file  a  suit 
against  Safeway  for  their 
lack  of  corporate 
responsibility. 

Bill  Gross,  Safeway  Urban 
and  Public  Affairs  Manager, 
told  the  OMI  NEWS  that 
Grand  Auto  had  taken  a 
standard  20-year  lease  on  the 
site  and  that  the  food  service 
would  be  closed  “probably 
within  three  months.”  He 
said  the  lease  price  was 
“significantly  higher”  than 
the  price  previously  offered 
to  the  City  College  for  the 
site.  (That  price  was 
reportedly  $550,000. ) 

With  a  demonstration 
taking  place  outside  the 


store  on  March  22,  Roger 
Miles,  president  of  the  Ocean 
Avenue  Merchants 
Association,  confronted 
Gross  inside  the  store.  Miles 
said  that  he  had  been  calling 
Safeway’s  real  estate 
department  for  months  to 
make  a  bid  on  the  property 
himself,  but  was  always  told 
the  site  was  not  for  sale  or 
lease.  Miles  said  he  wanted 
to  buy  the  site  in  behalf  of  the 
community  and  then  seek 
another  market  operator  to 
lease  it.  In  referring  to  a 


December  meeting  of  an 
OMI  coalition  and 
representatives  of  Safeway, 
the  irate  Miles  told  Gross : 

“Safeway  said  that  they 
would  work  for  the 
commnity  to  get  another 
food  store  if  the  deal  with  the 
college  fell  through.  When 
that  deal  was  off  they  didn’t 
say  anything  to  the 
community.  That’s  a  lack  of 
good  faith. 

“Grand  Auto  doesn’t  have 
a  thing  to  do  with  this 


community  and  I  do,”  he 
continued.  “What  I  want  to 
know  is  why  I  wasn’t  allowed 
to  bid  on  the  store?” 

Gross  told  Miles  that  he 
was  unable  to  give  “Good 
answers”  to  his  questions  at 
that  time,  but  he  did  say : 

“They  (the.  real  estate 
department)  naturally  had  a 
series  of  choices  to  make. 
We’ve  never  made  a 
practice  of  bidding  one 
individual  against  another.”

Ocean  Avenue  to  get  NEA  grant 


Some  important  steps  are 
being  taken  to  make  the 
dream  of  a  beautified,  re¬ 
vitalized  Ocean  Avenue  a 
reality. 

The  housing  Conservation 
Institute  (HCI)  will  soon 
receive  a  $10,000  grant  from 
the  National  Endowment  of 
the  Arts  as  part  of  the 
American  Architectural 
Heritage  Program.  HCI  is 
now  negotiating  with  several 
architectural  firms  to 


prepare  guidelines  for 
exterior  redecoration,  a 
master  color  scheme  and  a 
standard  for  signs  for  the 
shops  on  Ocean  Avenue. 

“The  idea  is  for  the  archi¬ 
tects  to  draw  up  some 
standards  and  to  have  the 
merchants  adopt  these  as 
the  official  guidelines  for  the 
street,”  said  Don  Ralya,  the 
project  director  of  HCI.  “We 
would  like  to  get  the  plans 
and  the  program  developed 


so  that  we  could  start  doing  a 
few  stores  by  late  summer.” 

The  merchants  them¬ 
selves  would  have  to  provide 
the  money  to  make  the 
physical  improvements.  To 
that  end,  a  Local  Develop¬ 
ment  Company  is  being 
formed  to  qualify  for  an 
initial  $350,000  loan  from  the 
Small  Business 

Administration  (SBA).  This 
loan  would  be  available 
(see  page  II,  col. 4  )

of  crime.  Although  I  realize 
that  it  is  a  great  responsi¬ 
bility,  I’m  very  happy  with 
the  position.” 

Communications  between 
the  public  and  the  police 
department  is  one  area  that 
Dilworth  would  like  to  see 
improved.  Specifically,  she 
feels  that  if  the  police  cannot 
respond  immediately  to  a 
call,  they  should  keep  in 
touch  with  the  caller  and 
inform  them  of  any  delay. 

She  is  also  particularly 
concerned  about  burglaries 
and  other  crimes  in  poor 
areas  where  people  do  not 
have  the  money  to  spend  “on 


bars  and  all  those  things.”  In 
these  areas  she  feels  block 
clubs  are  essential  so  that 
neighbors  can  help  each 
other. 

A  26-year-old  single 
parent,  Dilworth  grew  up  in 
the  OMI  and  now  lives  on 
Sagamore  Street.  She 
graduated  from  Lincoln 
High  School  in  1968  and 
received  a  B.A.  in 
psychology  in  1975  from  San 
Francisco  State  University, 
where  in  May  of  this  year

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Safeway's  'responsibility' 

“Every  corporation  has  a  social  responsibility.  We  fulfill 
ours  best  by  providing  goods  and  services  in  a  way  which 
keeps  the  chain  viable.” 

The  above  is  a  statement  attributed  to  Bill  Gross,  Safeway 
Urban  and  Public  Affairs  Manager. 

What  the  statement  seems  to  say  is  that  Safeway  has  the 
social  responsibility  to  make  a  profit,  the  old  “What’s  good 
for  Safeway  is  good  for  the  country”  stuff.  It  would  follow 
that  individual  stores  which  lose  money  and,  thus,  become  a 
liability  to  the  corporation,  would  be  closed  for  the  good  of 
society.  That’s  a  social  responsibility? 

The  facts  are  that  Safeway  has  been  at  the  Ocean  Avenue 
location  for  more  than  20  years,  in  which  time  it  has  built  its 
dominance  over  other  chains  in  the  city.  The  store  has  been  a 
focal  point  for  much  of  the  community,  while  also  serving  as 
an  essential  food  service  to  nearby  residents  without 
personal  transportation. 

Presumably  the  store  has  made  money  until  the  past 
several  years.  But  now  the  store  is  labeled  “outdated”  and 
“inefficient,”  kind  of  like  an  old  shoe  that  has  worn  out  and 
needs  to  be  discarded. 

Safeway  is  known  as  a  corporation  that  goes  by  the  book 
and  makes  few  mistakes.  We  believe,  however,  their 
considering  any  community  expendible  in  the  quest  of 
corporate  goals  is  a  long-range  mistake. 

The  people  of  the  OMI  who  have  supported  the  store  over 
the  years  deserve  better  treatment.  The  OMI  NEWS  calls  on 
Mayor  Moscone  and  other  political  leaders  to  challenge 
Safeway  to  live  up  to  its  “social  responsibility.”  Surely  that 
would  include  collecting  data  as  to  how  the  people  in  the 
immediate  area  without  personal  transportation  would  be 
affected  by  the  closing  of  the  store. 

That  would  at  least  be  a  start  for  Safeway  to  live  up  to  its 
true  social  responsibility. 


The  Ocean  View  —  Merced  - 
Ingleside  Community  Association 
(OMI-CAi  is  the  recipient  of  two  (2) 
twelve  passenger  vans  for  the 
elderly  and  handicapped  under 
Section  16(b)  (2)  of  the  amended 
Urban  Mass  Transportation  Act. 

The  OMI-CA  is  about  to  lose  these 
vans  because  it  has  not  been  able  to 
raise  the  matching  cost  of 


approximately  $6,000.  This  loss  will 
not  only  be  to  the  OMI  neighborhood, 
but  to  the  total  city  of  San  Francisco. 

I  know'  that  you  have  approved 
funds  for  Canon  Kip,  which  has  a 
large  fleet  and  perhaps  is  expected 
to  serve  the  entire  city.  However, 
there  is  reason  to  believe  that  OMI. 
located  in  the  outer  section  of  the 
city,  will  not  be  served  adequately. 
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This  is  especially  true  in  view  of  the 
following  facts:  ai  increase  in 
criminal  attacks  upon  the  elderly; 
(hi  Safeway's  threat  to  move  out  of 
the  area;  and  ici  a  small  number  of 
seniors  using  the  free  lunch  program 
compared  to  those  who  qualify  living 
in  the  area. 

I  am  very  concerned  because  this 
was  stated  as  a  need  and  planned  in 
1974.  after  several  public  meetings 
with  seniors,  representatives  from 
the  Board  and  Care  homes.  Senior 
Centers,  and  Senior  Lunch 
Programs.  The  proposal  was  also 
developed  to  transport  the  elderly 
and  handicapped  to  shopping 
centers,  banks,  and  medical 
appointments.  The  terrain  of  the 
neighborhood  renders  all  of  its 
amenities  virtually  inaccessible  to 
its  elderly  residents  without  the  use 
of  some  form  of  transportation. 

The  apathy  manifested  by  some 
persons  does  not  represent  the 
prevailing  sentiment  in  OMI-CA  or 
the  seniors  in  need  of  the  services. 
As  evidence  of  interest,  the  sum  ol 
$1,300.00  has  been  donated  by 
seniors  alone  from  this  area  toward 
the  transportation  matching  fund 

It  would  be  a  sad  mistake  to  lose 
these  vans.  I  believe  community 
development  funds  allocated  to 
improvement  of  parks  and  streets 
are  important,  but  if  seniors  and 
others  are  not  safe  to  sit  in  parks  or 
walk  down  streets,  it  doesn't  help 
Unless  there  are  certain  stipulations 
against  use  of  community 
development  funds  to  be  used  for 
transportation,  we  believ?  that  they 
could  and  should  be  allocated  to  such 
a  worthy  cause.  We  have  written 
James  .Jacquet  on  two  occasions 
regarding  this  matter  with  no 
response.  I  am  enclosing  a  copy  of 
the  letter  and  proposal  for  your 
information.

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The  Issues  of  Crime 
and  property  tax  reform 

by  State  Senator  John  Foran 

There  are  many  important  issues  which  the  Legislature 
must  address  itself  to  this  Session,  but  the  primary  issue  in 
California  today  is  property  tax  reform.  Numerous  bills  have 
been  introduced  in  both  houses  of  the  Legislature  on  this 
subject,  and  even  the  Governor  has  submitted  his  own 
proposal. 

In  the  area  of  property  tax  reform,  I  have  introduced  a 
Constitutional  Amendment  (SCA-5)  which  calls  for  lower 
assessments  on  residential  property.  I  believe  that  the 
Constitution  should  be  changed  to  recognize  the  distinction 
between  residential  owner-occupied  dwellings  and 
commercial-industrial  properties . 

The  current  taxing  system  fails  to  recognize  that  residen¬ 
tial  homes  are  owned  to  provide  shelter  for  one  s1  family, 
and  that  commercial  property  is  owned  to  produce  income. 
Business  property  also  enjoys  the  tax  advantage  of 
depreciation  and  tax  offsets  for  improvements,  the 
homeowner  enjoys  none  of  these  tax  advantages. 

My  property  tax  bill  is  one  of  several  property  tax  reform 
measures  that  are  under  consideration.  The  Legislature’s 
responsibility  will  be  to  put  together  a  program  that  incor¬ 
porates  the  best  elements  of  each. 

In  reforming  our  property  tax  laws  we  cannot  overlook 
renters,  as  they  too  share  the  burden  of  property  taxes. 
Renter  tax  relief  should  be  adopted  by  the  Legislature  giving 
the  renter  a  direct  tax  credit  or  rebate  similar  to  the  way  the 
present  state  senior  citizens'  renters  tax  relief  program 
works. 


Another  important  issue  which  I  would  like  to  discuss 
briefly  is  crime.  In  many  of  our  neighborhoods  the  people 
themselves  have  taken  effective  steps  to  protect  themselves 
against  burglary  and  other  forms  of  theft.  The  Crime 
Resistance  Alert  in  San  Francisco  is  one  of  the  programs 
which  must  be  commended  for  cooperating  with  their  police 
department  in  sponsoring  citizen  safety  programs.  This 
group  involves  citizens,  businesses  and  neighborhood  organi¬ 
zations  who  have  joined  together  to  make  crime  more 
difficult. 

In  the  area  of  violent  crimes,  I  have  just  introduced  two 
bills  which  will  help  law  inforcement  officials  come  down 
hard  on  arsonists.  There  has  been  an  alarming  increase  in 
arson  fires  recently.  It  has  become  one  of  the  fastest  growing 
crimes  which  kills  1,000  people  and  injures  10,000  annually. 
Property  damage  is  close  to  $1.5  billion  every  year.  The  first 
bill  (SB-562)  precludes  any  possibility  of  probation  for  a 
person  convicted  of  arson.  The  second  bill  (SB-563)  would 
make  it  a  crime  to  solicit  others  to  commit  arson.  The  person 
who  solicits  someone  else  to  “torch”  a  building  is  as  guilty  as 
the  person  who  starts  the  fire. 

As  your  representative  in  the  California  State  Senate.  I 
encourage  you  to  let  me  know  how  you  feel  about  all  issues  of 
importance.

These  examples  are  npt 
unique  for  homes  currently 
being  sold  in  the  OMI,  one  of 
the  hottest  real  estate  areas 
in  the  city.  It  is  a  seller’s 
market  and  realtors  say  the 
demand  is  growing  and 
prices  are  likely  to  continue 
to  rise, 

“The  high  prices  are  due 
to  a  demand  which  is  city¬ 
wide,’’  said  Mary  Brown, 


starter  homes;  sometimes 
they  need  work.  Now,  almost 
anywhere  in  San  Francisco, 
it’s  pretty  hard  to  find  a 
home  for  that  price.” 

According  to  Brown,  the 
average  value  of  attached 
homes  in  the  OMI  is  $40,000 
to  $45,000,  while  unattached 
homes  start  about  $65,000.  At ' 
the(  current  interest  rates  a 
buyer  of  a  $50,000  home  will 
be  facing  monthly  payments 
of  about  $500  per  month. 

“Anyone  can  sell  his 
home.  It’s  simple,”  said 
Scandia  Realty  broker  Ken 
Hoegger.  “In  the  present 
market  situation  these

indefinitely. 

“From  my  experience, 
from  talking  with  banks  and 
students  of  economics,  the 
prices  may  increase  for  a  ’ 
couple  more  years,  then 
level  off,”  he  said.  “They 
have  to  stop  somewhere.” 

Another  Ocean  Avenue 
realtor,  Roy  Jackson,  said 
that  the  only  thing  that  could 
slow  down  the  demand  for 
homes  would  be  some  new 
construction  in  the  area. 
But,  he  said,  open  lots  in  the 
OMI  are  scarce  and  those 
that  are  available  are 
averaging  $8,000  to  $10,000 
for  a  25  by  100  foot  lot. 

Hoegger  stressed  the  need 
for  the  average  homeowner 
to  use  an  agent  when  selling 
a  home. 

“The  main  advantage  of 
using  a  real  estate  agent  is  to 
have  somebody  negotiate  for 
you.  A  third  party  can 
arbitrate  and  negotiate 
much  better  than  you  can

negotiate  for  yourself.” 

“Real  estate  brokers  are 
sales  professionals,”  said 
Mary  Brown.

They  estimate  the  buyer’s 
cash  needs  accurately,  to 
prevent  people  from  buying 
a  home  they  can’t  afford.”

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OMI  Block  Clubs:  Two  that  are  working

When  Rod  Santos,  an 
assistant  professor  at  San 
Francisco  State,  came  home 
for  lunch  one  afternoon  in 
February,  he  found  the  front 
door  of  his  home  on  Brighton 
Avenue  wide  open  and  a 
sliding  glass  window 
removed  and  leaning  against 
the  house. 

Inside,  he  found  that  a  TV 
set,  some  expensive  stereo 
equipment,  jewelry,  several 


“I  try  to  have  confidence 
in  human  nature.  People  had 
told  me  to  put  up  a  gate,  but  I 
didn’t  feel  that  I  had  to  bar 
myself  in.” 

Santos  now  considers 
himself  more  of  a  realist.  His 
front  door  is  protected  by  an 
iron  gate,  many  of  his 
windows  have  iron  grills, 
and  the  back  door  is 
reinforced.  He  has  also 
organized  his  neighbors 
into  a  block  club  through  the 


them.  Most  of  the  people  in 
this  neighborhood  have  had 
rough  lives  and  worked  hard 
for  what  they’ve  got.  I  would 
just  hate  to  have  this  happen 
again.” 

Santos  organized  the  first 
meeting  by  contacting  his 
neighbors  personally  or  by 
leaving  them  messages 
about  the  time  and  place  of 
the  meeting  and  identifying 
himself  as  the  block 
representative.

cameras  and  some  other 
photographic  equipment  — 
about  $5,000  worth  of 
personal  property  —  were 
gone. 

‘‘I  was  pretty  upset,”  said 
Santos.  ‘‘They  took 
everything  they  wanted, 
everything  that  could  be 
hocked.

“I  checked  with  my 
neighbors  and  found  that  a 
lot  of  other  people  had  been 
plagued  with  the  same 
thing,  ’  ’  he  said.

At  that  meeting,  the 
Ingleside  District  Crime 
Prevention  Officer,  Mike 
Farnham  gave  advice  on 
avoiding  crimes  against 
person  or  property.  He 
stressed  the  value  of 
neighbors  helping  each 
other. 

“The  police  department 
cannot  end  crime  by  itself,” 
he  said.  “We’d  like  to  have 
everyone  in  this  room  know 
who  lives  on  this  block  and 
have  all  their  phone 
numbers.  Then  if  you  see 
someone  coming  out  of  a 
home  with  a  TV  you  can  call 
and  see  if  the  owner  is 
there.” 


Another  OMI  neighbors’ 
group,  the  Tara  Street  Block 

Club,  has  already  taken  the 
advice  of  Officer  Farnham. 
Mrs.  Ladine  Jones,  the 
organizer  of  the  club,  has 
compiled  a  list  of  all  her 
neighbors  and  knows  when 
people  in  each  household  are 
at  work  or  at  home. 

Mrs.  Jones’  home  was 
burglarized  while  she  was 
out  one  night  last  October. 
The  burglars  had  gained 
entrance  through  the 
garage,  had  driven  their  car 
into  the  driveway  and  loaded 
it  with  clothes,  records,  a 
stereo  and  speakers.  They 
were  apparently  planning  to 
come  back  for  a  second  load, 
but  one  of  Mrs.  Jones’ 
neighbors  got  suspicious  and 
came  over  to  question  them. 
When  the  neighbor  went 
back  to  call  the  police,  the 
burglars  drove  away  in  their 
car,  which  had  no  front 
license  plate. 

Mrs.  Jones  read  an  article 
in  the  February  OMI  NEWS 
telling  how  to  organize  a 
block  club.  At  the  first 
meeting,  representatives  of 
every  household  on  her  block 
and  part  of  the  next  were 
present  or  had  informed  her 
they  could  not  attend. 

Mrs.  Jones,  who  has  a 
marking  tool  on  loan, 
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Ladine  Jones,  the  initiator  of  the  Tara  Street  Block 
Club:  “I  feel  that  with  all  of  us  working  together  as  a 
group  we  are  better  protected.” 

encourages  her  neighbors  to  to  have  neighbors  look  after 


mark  all  valuables  with  their 
driver’s  license  numbers 
and  then  fill  out  property 
identification  cards.  After  a 
copy  of  the  identification 
card  is  filed  with  the  police 
department,  she  will  put 
warning  notices  on  the  doors 
of  homes  that  have 
participated  in  Operation 
Identification. 

“The  purpose  of  the  club  is 


each  other,”  she  said. 
“Being  a  homeowner,  I  care. 
I  feel  that,  with  us  all 
working  together  as  a  group, 
we  are  better  protected.” 

“The  important  thing  is  to 
be  sure  to  let  your  neighbors 
know  when  you  are  going  to 
be  gone,”  she  added.  “Keep 
the  papers  off  the  porch  and 
keep  the  porch  light  on.” 


How  to  start  a  block  club 


1.  Choose  a  meeting  date  and  one  or 
two  alternatives. 

2.  Call  553-1345  to  speak  to  Lt. 
Jordan  or  Sgt.  Thorsen  of  the  SAFE 
Program  and  arrange  for  a  police 
officer  to  attend  the  meeting. 

3.  Contact  at  least  15  of  your 
neighbors  in  a  one  or  two  block  area, 
inviting  them  to  your  home  at  the 
time  and  date  of  the  meeting. 

4.  At  the  gathering,  ask  your 
neighbors  to  write  on  a  sign-up  sheet 
their  names,  addresses,  phone 
numbers  and  times  they  are 


normally  away  from  home.  This 
information  can  later  be  duplicated 
for  those  in  attendance. 

5.  Borrow  a  marking  tool  from  the 
Ingleside  Police  Station  and 
encourage  your  neighbors  to 
engrave  their  driver’s  license 
numbers  on  their  personal 
possessions.

OMI  URGED  TO  STUDY 
IMPACT  OF  R0DDA  ACT

If  we  are  ready  to  act 
quickly,  the  OMI  community 
will  be  able  to  play  an  active 
part  in  the  negotiations  for 
the  next  contract  received 
by  the  public  school  teachers 
in  San  Francisco. 

The  Rodda  Act,  which 
became  effective  July  1, 
1976,  provides  collective 
bargaining  for  public  school 
teachers.  (The  S.F.  teachers 
voted  Feb.  8  to  have  the 
American  Federation  of 
Teachers  (AFT)  represent 
them.)  The  scope  of  the 
negotiations  with  the  Board 
of  Education  is  limited  to 
wages,  hours  of 
employment,  specified 
health  and  welfare  benefits, 
leave  and  transfer  policies, 
safety  conditions  of 
employment,  class  size, 
employee  evaluation  and 
grievance  procedures. 

The  Public  Notice  section 
of  the  act  allows  the 
community  to  inform  itself 
of  the  issues  that  are  being 
negotiated,  have  a  full 


opportunity  to  express  its 
views  in  a  public  meeting 
before  the  Board  of 
Education,  and  to  know  the 
positions  of  their  elected 
representatives. 

Mr.  James  Ballard, 
President  of  the  AFT  stated 
that  it  is  working  on  an 
initial  proposal  and  expects 
it  to  be  ready  shortly.  Mrs. 
Lucille  Abrahamson,  one  of 
the  Board  of  Education 
Commissioners  present,  said 
that  the  board  has  not  as  yet 
set  up  a  time  schedule  or 
regulations  as  to  how  the 
public  will  be  notified  about 
the  public  meetings.  All 
parties  made  it  clear  that 
through  no  fault  of  the  S.F. 
Unified  School  District  or  the 
AFT  there  will  not  be  time 
for  the  public  to  leisurely 
consider  the  proposals  this 
year. 

When  the  AFT’s  initial 
proposal  is  out  the  OMI 
Community  will  need  to 
review  it  quickly.  If  you  wish

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A  family  with  a  zest  for  living

A  scene  from  “You  Can’t 
Take  It  With  You’’  would 
look  restful  beside  the  Henry 
Gomez  family  doing  their 
various  things. 

John,  who  studies  science 
at  City  College,  feeds 
numerous  tanks  of  tropical 
fish  by  means  of  his  own 
ecological  system.  But  the 
huge  goldfish  are  his 
mother’s,  from  Phyllis’  last 
stint  with  a  Commodore 
Sloat  School  fair. 

Quiet  Claudia  surprised 
everyone  this  year  by 
running  for  president  of 
Aptos  Junior  High’s  student 
body.  With  speeches, 
handbills  and  paper-covered 
buttons,  she  won  on  the  issue 
of  new  activities.  She  is  also 
a  gymnast. 


Bob,  a  senior  in  creative 
writing  at  San  Francisco 
State,  is  talented  in  science, 
art  and  music  as  well.  A 
guitarist  playing  music  of 

the  50’s  with  The  Hubcaps, 
he  has  recently  involved  the 
Gomezes  in  “sock  hops.”  In 
his  junior  year  the  whole 
family  drove  down  to  spend 

Christmas  with  him  in 
Mexico  City,  where  he  was 


studying  history  and  pre-

“It  has  enormous  appeal 
for  young  people,”  says 
Phyllis.  “It’s  an  unusual  way 
of  striving  for  the  best  that’s 
in  you.” 

Greg,  twenty-five,  with  an 
M.A.  in  music,  plays 
trombone,  baritone  and 
madongum,  a  drum  from 
southern  India.  He  plays  in 
four  orchestras  around  Los 
Angeles  and  works  as  a 
security  guard  to  round  out 
his  income.  Both  Greg  and

Lowell  High  orchestra  at  the 
Osaka  World’s  Fair  in  1970. 

Preparations  for  the 
orchestra’s  tour  of  Japan 
swept  Phyllis  and  Hank  to 
new  heights  of  parental 
involvement.  Hank  not  only 
designed  the  program 
booklet  for  a  benefit  concert 
at  the  Opera  House;  he 
ended  up  selling  most  of  the 
ads. 

Since  his  professional 


training  is  in  architecture, 
graphic  art  is  Hank’s  natural 
medium  for  community 
service.

When  Hank  returned  from 
repairing  bombers  in  World 
War  II,  he  reentered  junior 
college  as  a  matter  of 
course.  He  transferred  the 
next  fall  to  study 
architecture  at  U.C., 
Berkeley,  and  found  Phyllis 
there  working  on  a  degree  in 
public  health  nursing. 
Graduating  first,  she  had  to 
go  to  Tracy  and  Stockton  for 
two  years’  work  under  the 
terms  of  her  stipend.  Thus, 


when  they  married  they  kept 
separate  apartments  and 
commuted  to  see  each  other 
during  the  first  year. 


The  Gomezes  have  always 
enjoyed  camping,  taking  the 
babies  along  as  they  arrived. 
Through  Mike’s  studies  at 


the  Junior  Museum,  they 
undertook  their  most 
ambitious  campout:  an 
expedition  to  study  marine 
life  at  the  Baja  California 
shore.  Phyllis  and  Hank 
joined  the  party  of  55  as 
nurse  and  cooks  and  coped 
with  inoperable  equipment, 


a  ruptured  gas  tank,  wind, 
sun  and  shortage  of  water 
while  camping  on  the  beach. 

Hank  has  played  tennis 
and  basketball  most  of  his 
life,  trouncing  his 
commanding  officer  and 
representing  his  base  while 
in  the  air  force,  and  serving 
as  tennis  chairman  for 
Standard  Oil  employees  for 
over  ten  years.  Shelves  of 
trophies  witness  to  his  skill. 

Recently  his  tennis 
tournaments  have  been  the 
occasion  for  family 
weekends  at  resorts  like 
Tahoe  and  Carmel.  These 
contrast  with  years  of  family 
outings  to  most  of  the  parks 
in  California,  where  Hank’s 
distaste  for  fixed 


reservations  sometimes 
meant  camping  by  the  road 
before  getting  into  the  park 
next  morning  to  stay  for  two 
or  three  days. 

“Our  kids  are  very 
tolerant  of  us,”  he  says. 

Family  sings  were  part  of 
Hank’s  growing  up  and  his 


children’s,  but  he  taught 
himself  to  play  the  guitar 
only  about  ten  years  ago. 
Bob  followed  suit  last  year. 

Phyllis,  who  once 
considered  a  career  in 
music,  now  finds  time  again 
to  play  in  a  chamber 
ensemble.  Her  instrument, 
the  viola,  is  like  her  role  in 
the  family  —  not  a  second 
fiddle  but  a  supporting  voice 
with  distinctive  solo 
potential. 

After  twenty-five  years  of 
child-rearing  and  all  sorts  of 
volunteer  service,  Phyllis  is 
now  working  as  a 
paraprofessional  at  Cabrillo 
School.  Whether  tutoring 


children  or  directing 
projects  like  bread-making 
and  baker’s  clay,  she  says,

On  another  front,  Michael 
Nolan,  a  candidate  in 
November  for  supervisor  in 
District  9,  has  contacted 
various  OMI  community 
leaders  and  has  gone  to  the 
Mayor’s  office  on  their 
behalf.  Nolan  was  told  that 
Moscone  reportedly  wanted 
the  President  of  Safeway  to 
tell  him  “to  my  face  that 
Safeway  was  leasing  the 
property  to  an  auto  parts 
store.”  The  mayor  has 
assigned  Dan  Gardner, 
Director  of  Economic 
Development,  to  fully 
investigate  the  situation. 

Also,  according  to  Nolan,  a 
local  consumer’s  advocate 
group  is  very  interested  in 
using  the  Ocean  Avenue 
issue  as  a  test  case,  claiming 
that  Safeway  and  other  big 
chains  have  a  corporate 
responsibility  not  to  abandon 
areas  that  they  have  served 
for  some  time.

long-term  financing  for 
small  businesses  to  invest  in 
their  storefronts,  interiors 
and  equipment,  as  needed. 

According  to  Ralya,  the 
Local  Development 
Company  would  offer  long¬ 
term,  low-interest  loans  to 
individual  merchants  who 
own  their  own  buildings  or 
who  have  long-term  leases. 

The  City  of  San  Francisco 
will  also  be  contributing 
toward  the  beautification  of 
the  street.  At  a  March  9 
meeting  of  the  Ocean 
Avenue  Merchants  Associa¬ 
tion,  City  Planner  Nat 
Taylor,  said  that  Ocean 
Avenue  could  receive  as 
much  as  $70,000  from  the 
current  Community  De¬ 
velopment  budget.  Taylor 
suggested  that  the  money  be 
used  to  plant  ornamental 
trees  every  30  to  50  feet  along 
the  street  between  Phelan 
and  Manor.  There  would  also 
be  enough  money  to 
purchase  two  trash  recep¬ 
tacles  per  block,  two  road 
signs  to  announce  the 
entrances  to  the  Ocean 
Avenue  commercial  strip, 
and  decorative  asphalt 
paving  for  several  intersec¬ 
tions  along  Ocean  Avenue. 


Taylor  also  said  that  money 
has  been  budgeted  for  new 
street  signs. 

Also  at  the  merchants' 
meeting  was  Luther 
Freeman  from  the 
Municipal  Railway.  He  said 
that  many  of  the  poles 
holding  the  feeder  cables  for 
the  streetcar  lines  are  to  be 
taken  down,  as  many  as 
three  per  block  on  the  south 
side  of  Ocean  Avenue.  There 
is  little  hope,  however,  he 
said,  that  the  power  lines 
and  poles  will  come  down 
soon.  PG&E  is  said  to  be  ob¬ 
ligated  already  for  10  years 
of  undergrounding  in  other 
parts  of  the  city. 

As  an  aid  to  the  merchants 


in  improving  their  business 
operations,  HCI  has  been 
notified  by  SCORE,  the 
Service  Corps  of  Retired 
Executives,  that  they  will  be 
providing  some  people 
formerly  in  top-level 
management  to  work  with 
Ocean  Avenue.  In  addition, 
as  part  of  the  grant  from  the 
National  Endowment  of  the 
Arts,  a  logo  for  the  Ocean 
Avenue  Merchants  Associa¬ 
tion  will  be  drawn  up  for  use 
in  identifying  Association 
members  and  in  advertising 
along  the  street. 

“We’ve  got  a  lot  of  things 
going  toward  this 
revitalization  project,”  said 
Ralya.
